The Baltimore American says & eoun- 
terfeit ten dollar note of the Third Na- 
tional bank of Philadelphia, exceedingly 
well executed, was detected atone of our 
city banks yesterday. The signatures 
of the cashier and president are perfect 
imitations of the genuipe. The note is 
ratherdark and the engraving, upon 
close inspection not very clear. It is, 
however, undoubtedly the beat ooynter- 
feit of a National bank yet seen, and is 
well calculated to deceive. 

The cash balance in the hands of the 
assistant trea-uPer in boston at the ciose 
of business June |], was 27,677,849 69, 
showing decreaze of $590,729 32, as 
compared with last week. 

In 1866, Philadelphia sent to market 
12,397,747 tons of coal, worth nearly $50,- 
000,000, and shipped to foreign ports 592,- 
542 bbls of petroleum. The foreign trade 
of the city was as follows: Exports, $17,- 
913,901; imports, $13,605,605, an increase 
of nearly 55,000,000 in the exports, and 
nearly $4,000,000 in the imports. The 
wee exports are larger than jbey baye 

n for sixty ‘years, but not equal to 
what they were between 1504 and 1508, 
when the highest point attained was over 
$21,000,000. The imports are larger than 
they have been fog five years, but pot in 


the average as great as they were from 
lods to idny. 
est rts from Engiand are gen- 


erally favorable. According to the latest 
advices from France the weather contin- 
ues fine, and the accounts from the de-

The Kussian American trading com- 
pany, which has controlled our new pur- 
chase on the nortwest coast, has made a 
good thing out of the property.

The rain seems to have been pretty 
geperal in Missouri. From tron, 
Francois, St. Gienevieve, Bollinger anc 
Wayne counties we hear of the terrible 
eifecits. ‘She amount of damage cau 
hardly be estimated. Price’s raid in 1864 
did not injure the country near *> much. 
Many farms are pearly ruineu, aad it 
will make crops short; for it is gow too 
late to refence and replant the flelds thus 
laid bare, 

Trade is narrowed down to very limi- 
ted proportions, and dullness is the gen- 
eral complaint. We think, however, 
that the sregate of the season’s busi- 
ness will foot up much better fan is 
supposed by many; and were re::'s more 
reasonable, our merchants might wind 
up their epring trade with a very fair 
balance on the right side. But a few 
mouths ago when business was compar- 
atively active our made an effort 
to soften the hearts of landlords and get 
them to dothat which they should have 
done without’ solicitation. This effort 
was attended with but very little success.

In this city there are large amounts of 
protected cotton bills, the acceptors of 
which are not yet announced in the list 
of insolvents, and upon which the hold- 
ers take action lest the 
sion am into panic and 
numerous failures. It appears not to be 
generally woderstood that this condition 
of affairs is due to the dependence of our 
conmerce the discount facilities of 
the bank of England, te - institution 
has, for some time persistently de- 
clined to discount the billsof 
chants. 

What may be the reasons of this ex- 
traordinary course we know not. It may

It may be that owing to the 
large losses in the cotton trade for many 
months past, cotton paperis not to be 
considered the safest Way of employing 
money; but if it was not prudent to djs- 
count it upon ordinary terms, what 
should prevent the temporary adoption 
of other terms attended with less risk ? 
It is the miefortune of that venerable in- 
stitution that it is becoming “ fogyish’’ 
and very Whimmy. With firmer and 
more competent management, the great 
pavic of last year would haye been 
avoided; and itis because there are iu
